New Stations 


A program calling for construc- 
tion of two new stations to provide 
more protection in the southwest- 
ern and northeastern sections, as 
well as new shops, training and 
Grilling facilities, was disclosed yes- 
terday by the Menlo Park fire dist- 
rict. 

Expansion plans were outlined to 
the RECORDER by District Com- 
missioner Polk Dodson at a meet- 
ing in the office of Chief Thomas 
Cuff. 

No. 1 project in the program 
is construction of a new station 
at Valparaiso avenue and the 
Alameda de las Pulgas, in the 
southwestern tip of the fire dist- 
rict, on land acquired in August, 
1946. 

“I’d like to see this started in 60 
days,” Dodson said, indicating in- 
tention of the district to begin work 
on this part of the program as soon 
as possible. 

Second project is proposed acqui- 
sition of a site on Bay road, near 
Marsh road, for construction of an- 
other new station as well as shops, a 
training school for firemen, drill 
tower and drill yard. The exact lo- 
cation on Bay road, in the north- 
eastern section of the district, is yet 
to be determined. 

Dodson said that original plans 
called for establishment of. the 
shops and training facilities at the 
Valparaiso-Alameda site, but that 
it has been decided to use that

the lots would he sold, with the 
other two, totaling approximately 
96 feet frontage on Alameda and 
119 on Valparaiso, being retained 
for the new station. 

Cost of the four lots was $5400, 
and Dodson estimated the overall 
cost, including the completed sta- 
tion, would be about $20,000. 

Chief Cuff cited advantages of 
the site, asserting that a station 
there not only would give added 
protection to that section of the 
district, but that fire equipment 
could reach El Camino Real via 
Valparaiso in two minutes. 

Dodson said the expansion is 
planned to meet the rapidly in- 
creasing needs of the sprawling fire 
district, which includes a large un- 
incorporated area as well as Menlo 
Park and Atherton. 

“Ten years ago, the district had 
a population of from 15,000 to 
16,000,” he said. “Today, we are 
responsible for the protection of 
40,000 persons.” 

Dodson said the fire commission 
“has no plans right now” regarding 
property at the corner of Hoover 
street and Oak Grove avenue, pur- 
chased about a year ago from Floyd

Springtime Is Voting Time 


In Menlo Park Area 


Springtime is election time in 

Menlo Park and the south county 
area, with six local electiurs sched- 
uied in April and May involving the 
Menlo Park fire district and four 
school districts. 
The tire district election, to name 
one member cf the commission, will 
be held Monday, April 4. B. J. 
(Tex) Matsler of North [alo Alto, 
a Menlo Park service station oper- 
ator, will oppose the incumbent, L. 
Polk Dodson Jr. Voting will be 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. at the three 
fire stations in the district 

On May 10, the Menlo Park el- 
ementary school district will hold 
a special election at which voters 
will decide whether the district’s 
tax structure is to be changed. 
The proposal is to replace the 
present permissive rate of $1.10 
for building construction, of 
which 76 cents is being levied, 
with «a 60-cent rate for general 
purposes, including capital outlay. 
The Menlo Park, Ravenswood and 
Las Lomitas elementary school dis- 


inclusive zoning ordinance for Belle 
Haven-Suburban Park, the commis- 
sion encountered a controversy over 
commercial zoning of lots adjoin- 
ing Bayshore highway. 

A proposed plan@@irafted by the 
Pelle Haven association called for 
zoning such land for commercial 
use, but a group of about 30 resi- 
dents led by George H. Warfel, 1047 
Berkeley avenue, contended the lots 
should be first class residential.

Sewage Plant May |Street Lighting 


Get Federal Aid 


Federal aid may be obtained for 
the projected sewage disposal plant 
and interceptor line of the Menlo 
Park sanitary district, it developed 
at monthly meeting of the district 
board Monday night. 


Lawrence H. Cook, board member 
and secretary, was instructed to 
confer further with Veterans ad- 
ministration officials who attended 
the session and disclosed the ad- 
ministration desires to use the dist- 
rict’s sewer system and _ projected 
disposal plant for the Veterans hos- 
pital at East Palo Alto. 


They asked under what terms 
the district would permit such 
usage. 


The tentative designs for the 
plant and interceptor system were 
cutlined to the officials, and it was 
suggested that possibly an agree- 
ment could be reached by which the 
federal government would provide 
about one-fifth of the capital cost 
and then pay fixed charges for 
treatment of sewage. 


Board members said that pro- 
gress still is slow toward construc- 
tion of the disposal plant on a site 
rear the bay on the Marsh road 
extension. However, they express- 
ed belief sufficient data cai be ob- 
tained to obtain informal approval 
of plans bv the state department 
of public health within the next 
60 days. 


In another action, the board ac- 
cepted a_ petition for annexation 
tc the district of a portion of Ather- 
ton Heights. No objection to an- 
nexation were made.

The two related projects were 
the central topic of the Chamber’s 
luncheon meeting held Tuesday in 
the Marie Antoinetee. 

The chamber instructed the pro- 
gram committee, under chairman 
Al Giannotti and Director Frank 
Thompson, to dr#w up more detail- 
ed plans and to present a written 
report to a special meeting of the 
chamber to be called as soon as 
possible. 

Thompson led off the discussion 
by reporting that he had made a 
close study of the financing of last 
year’s Centennial. 

He declared that expenses could 
probably be cut to about $17,000 this 
year, approximately $10,000 _ less 
than the 1948 cost. 

Approval of the city council to 
allow a professional carnival com- 
pany to come in on the presentation 
would in itself, he said, save a great 
deal in that the company would 
handle the walling off of the cele- 
bration site. The construction of a 
barrier around the area proved one 
of the largest single items in the 
budget a year ago. 

Joseph Roberts asked if there 
were any way to cut the expense 
to local merchants putting on ex- 
hibits. 

Thompson replied that he hoped 
a number of large industrial plants 
on the Peninsula would be interest- 
ed in entering exhibits and thus 
help defray the cost for individual 
small exhibitors. 

Larry Johnston cautioned that 
the chamber must profit from last 
year’s mistakes and that, despite 
the short time left for planning, 
careful thought and a strict bud- 
get were called for. 

John McCracken also asked for 
careful consideration and suggest- 
ed that a special meeting of the 
chamber might be called soon to go 
into plans in more detail. 

Dave Bergensen spoke on the 
beauty and talent contest. He out- 
lined negotiations already carried 
on with the Santa Cruz cham- 
ber of commerce, which holds a 
California state franchise from 
the Atlantic City organizers of 
the pageant. 

Reaction, he said, had been fav- 
orable and’that Menlo Park could 
feel assured of controlling entries 
from at least the southern San Ma- 
tec county and northern Santa 
Clara county areas if not the en- 
tire Peninsula.

Aid To Elderly 
Rises In County 


Aid to the aged under Prop No. 
4 was paid to 1,872 people in San 
Mateo county during January, 1949, 
its first month of operation, com- 
pared with 1,605 for January, 1948, 
California Taxpayers’ association 
reported. Of the people receiving 
aged aid in the county during aJn- 
uary, 1949, 18 were under 65 years 
of age. 

At the end of January, 1949, there 
were 393 applications pending for 
“old age security” under Prop. No. 
4, the association found. 

The close of January, 1948, saw 83 
applications pending for aid as 
needy aged in the county. 

For January, 1949, a total of $131,- 
646 was paid out in the county as 
aid to the aged—an average of 
$70.32 per person. 

For January, a year ago, total old 
age aid paid out was $90,858—an 
average of $56.61 per person.

All they had to do was to saw the 
legs off at the top. then cut them 
to height comfortable for a _ cof- 
fee table. They then nailed them 
to the sides of the table, rather 
than at the middle. Bleached, then 
laquered and trimmed with blue, 
it is beautiful. They find it espec- 
jally useful for buffet suppers and 
for a play table for three year old 
Catherine. 

Another simple plan for a 
child’s table is that used by Mr. 
and Mrs. T. S. Ary. Taking an 
old: card-table, the solid kind, 
they merely cut off the legs to 
the proper height for two year old 
David. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hayden Pitman 
made a toy box and padded the lid 
for use as a seat. An old auto seat, 
gayly covered with, print, makes a 
soft back rest. 

Decorative hurricane lamps can 
be made from old bottles, as Mr.

“One of the greatest factors in 
the development of problem child- 
ren and problem parents is the lack 
of sense of accomplishment,” City 
Judge Edward E. Hardy of Palo Al- 
to told the Las Lomitas Parent- 
Teacher association at its monthly 
meeting last night at Las Lomitas 
school.

veterans in San Mateo county by 
Floyd D. Granger, veterans service 
officer. 

“The first thing to do, if you 
have not yet done it,” Granger said, 
“is to get your discharge recorded. 
This is done without charge by the 
county recorder, whose office is lo- 
cated at the courthouse, Redwood 
City.” 

Once the discharge has been re- 
corded, the original should be put 
in a safe but reasonably accessible 
place, Granger advised. He urged 
veterans,not to carry the original 
of the discharge on their persons. 

“Every day I see veterans display- 
ing discharges that have become 
badly dog-eared, smudged and 
torn,” he said. “On the few occa- 
sions on which the original fs re- 
quired, such as in getting a GI loan 
guarantee, it can be taken from its 
place of deposit. For mere purposes 
of identification, or filing of claims, 
or most other matters involving vet- 
eran status, a photostatic copy will 
do as well.” 

It is impossible to replace a lost 
discharge certificate, but a certifi- 
cate in lieu of lost discharge can 
be obtained, according to Mr. Gran- 
ger. Forms for this purpose are 
available at the veterans service of- 
fice, in the courthouse, Redwood 
City.
